T'be 68 pounder pivot gan, in eharge
of aa Eoglistmer who bad served bis time in the Royal
Navy, and pesecd in guopery on bosrd the Execelleat,
fired under his dircetion seven shells during the engage-
ment, and with wonderful precision, every shot hitting
about the water lwme.

24. Resolo:d, That it is the duty of every man in the
county at ong¢e to reduce the con:rumption of (i d by hin-
self and tamily, to the utm: st ecunomival snale possib's,
and to dispose freely, and for & moderate pr ¢o, of the sur-
plos thos saved, to the fomiiies of suldiers, aod, altes §.ip-
plying their wants, to tender the balspce to th: Govel n-
ment for the uss of 1the wimy, for reasonable compensa-
tion.

3d. Rrsolved, That we will strain every nerve to raire
all the food we can this year, rnd that any person who
shsll raise for sale any other crop than provisioos, is wint-
ing in gradtude to the soldiers, nympathy for their fami-
ligs, and in true pstriotism.

Resolved, That every farmer in this meeting subscribe
his pame to the loregoiug resolations. ,

On motion of Maj. Hill it was

Resolved, That every tarmer who approves the above
resolutions subscribe his name thereto, ard that a com-
mittee of three be appointed in esch Captain's distrie! to
convene mee!ings similar to this, and that the resolutions
especially in regard to planting crops other than bread-
stuff4, be submitted fo each farmer in every district, ad
the names of those who rign as well as those who refuse to
sign, be farnished to this meetiog for publicstin

On motion, the meeting adjourned to Saturday the 18th
inst., when all the farmers of the county are ivviled to meet

at the Court House. _
